JOLLY OUTING. 


On Wednesday the local board of 
trade assembled at’ their . rooms 
in Saunders block at 8.15 a, m. 
where badges were distributed, after 
which the members repaired to the 
north station and boarded the 8.32 train 
for Manchester, arriving there at 9.30, 
was met by the reception committee 
of the Manchester board and escorted 
to the city hall, an informal reteption 
being held in the mayor’s office. Here 
they were presented to the mayor and 
other prominent officials. _ While the 
members of boards of other cities were 
arriving, the Lawrence members were 
escorted about town and shown the 
many points of interest, among which 
were the new. high school, the Manches- 
ter club house and others. 

At eleven o’clock the party boarded 
the electrics and headed by the Man- 
chester Cadet band, proceeded up Elm 
street, thence to Massabesic lake, ar- 
riving there in forty-five minutes, found 
the fine steamer Winnie L. waiting, 
which conveyed the party across the 
lake to Mountain Grove. Here the en- 
tire group was photographed, after 
which, amid the strains of music, the 
line of march was taken up to the ban- 
quet hall, where a sumptuous feast 
awaited them. . 

After satisfying themselves of the ex- 
cellence of the menu, cigars were 
lighted and Mayor Clarke rapped for 
order and in a pleasing manner pre- 
sented as the first speaker, Prof. C. 
Frank Allen of the Institute of Tech- 
nology, Boston. 

Prof, ‘Allen spoke at some length on 
“State Highways.” He referred to the 
practical system in which good roads 
are maintained in Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut and other states, and showed 
our inferiority and especially that of 
the roads of New Hampshire with those 
of England. He urged an appropria- 
tion and the establishment of a com- 
mission to this end. Mayor Leonard of 
‘Lawrence was next introduced by the 
chairman. The mayor spoke for Law- 
rence in a very able manner and en- 
livened his remarks by desiring to 
shorten his speech s0 that the following 
able speakers who are candidates for 
Senator Chandler’s berth might have 
ample opportunity to limber up for the 
coming contest, 

The chairman next presented U. 8. 
Senator Chandler of ‘Concord. The 
senator arose amid a burst of applause 
which was much_ prolonged. After 
quiet was restored he informed his 
hearers of his intention to break away 
from politics in his remarks and apply 
himself to the main subject. He said 
he heartily indorsed Prof. Allen's views 
on good roads, but the good road he 
was at present most interested in was 
the Road to Pekin. He hoped that 
road would be kept open until every 
American and foreigner was escorted 
safely to the vessels that would bring 
them safely to their homes. The sen- 
ator dwelt at some length on the Phil- 
ippine question and the nearing of suc- 
cessful operations in Cuba, in which the 
United States was about to realize the 
result of its promises to give to Cuba 
the management of its own affairs and 
the establishment of peace and confi- 
dence between them, and_ prophesied 
that within a year these pledges would 
be fulfilled. 

Congressman Sulloway of Manchester 
next followed in a very able speech, en- 
dorsing some of Senator Chandler’s re- 
marks, but urged a rather more vigor- 
ous measures towards China. He not 
only desired the road to Pekin to re- 
main open but had our Minister and 
missionaries been massacred, if needs 
be the sending of a million men under 
the stars and stripes to resent the 
atrocity, maintain the honor of our 
country and knock the stuffin’ out of 
China. . Judge Henry E. Burnham of 
Manchester, the last speaker, followed. 
He kept closely to the subject of good 
roads, recalled the earlier methods and 
the present necessity of maintaining 
them. Judge Burnham paid a glowing 
tribute to the manufacturing industries 
of New England and especially those of 
the Merrimack valley and urged a 
sterner protection for them. 

At the close of the speaking the party 
again boarded the Minie L. for Massa- 
besic park, Arriving there the band 
gave a concert on the veranda of the 
hotel. ‘The electrics then conveyed the 
,party to Manchester to connect with 
the 6.30 train for Lowell. Here a spe- 
cial electric car met the Lawrence party 
arriving home at 8.30, after having 
passed a most enjoyable day.

FOR GRININAL LIBEL 


W: 8S. Jewett of Andovar the Complain- 
ant. Burnham Held. 


The case of Charles L. Burnham, ar- 
rested on complaint of William 8. 
Jewett for criminal libel, was the chief 
case of interest at Monday’s municipal 
court proceedings and the trial lasted 
until after 12 o’ciock. Several com- 
monwealth wi-nesses were examijed by 
Attorneys John J. Donovan and Wii- 
liam J. Bradley who appeared respect- 
ively for Messrs. Jewett and Burnham 
and at the end of the trial Judge S.one 
announced tha® he found probable 
cause in the. defendant's case and he 
ordered that he be recognized in the 
sum of $1500 for his personal appear- 
ance before the superior court to be 
holden in this city-on the second Mon- 
day of next September. 

At the opening of the trial, Mr. Don- 
ovan gave a brief outline of the case 80 
well known and told his honor of the 
feature in the 4th of July parade and 
of the circulars alleged to have been 
distributed by the defendant. 

The first witness called was Martin J 
Hart who testified substantially as fol- 
lows: On the 4th of July I took part in 
the parade. After the parade Mr, Burn- 
ham handed me a circular and I read it. 

Mr. Donovan: ‘‘Who did you under- 
stand was meant by that c'rcular?” 

“Wait a minute, I object’—said Mr. 
Bradley and then a few minutes of in- 
vestigation in law books as fo the valid- 
ity of the question, followei, with the 
result that it was allowed and the wit- 
ness replied, ‘“Williaam S. Jewett.” 

Mr. Bradley them began questioning 
the witness and seemed inclined to 
show that there were equally as libel- 
ous features in the parade, but his hon- 
or informed the attorney that even if 
there were, it would not in the least ex- 
cuse this particular case. Judge Stone 
continued that there had to be malice 
to constitute libel then the question 
came, he said, was the utterance or ar- 
ticle libelous and if so, did the defend- 
ant utter it or cause the circulars to be 
circulated. 

Walter E. Rushforth was the next 
witness called. Mr. Donovan began— 
“Your name is Walter E. Rushforth?” 

“Yes, sir—replied the witness. 

“And you are @ journalist, I believe” 
—continued the attorney. u 

“No, sir, I’m not,” replied ‘Rush,” 
with a smile and with a _ concealed 
laugh, Mr. Donovan responded, ‘“‘Then 
I’m mistaken.” 

It appeared that the witness received 
a circular and that when asked by Mr. 
Burnham what he-thought of it, the 
witness replied that it was pretty good. 

Frank B. Goodrich who ran the press 
on the float and turned out the circulars 
testified that Mr. Burnham was not a 
part of the presentation for he was not 
disguised but merely sat on a step lad- 
der, surrounded by the cloth of the float 
for,the purpose of lifting wire to allow 
the float to pass beneath them. 

Peter King testified that he saw cir- 
culars being thrown from the float. to 
people on Essex street. 

William McDonough. testified that he 
talked with Mr. Burnham on 4th _ of 
Julv afternoon and that he said to him

The witness admitted 
that hé didn’t and Mr. Bradley made 
his argument. He argued that the day, 
oceasion, and everything must be taken 
into consideration for the decision of 
His Honor was of interest not only to 
the parties in question but to the entire 
United ‘States wherever a 4fh of July 
“horribles’’ parade might take pace.

SERVING FISH ARTISTICALLY. 


Fish, which is one of the most whole- 
some of all foods, should be freely used, 
especially during the interregnum which 
always occurs in the culinary depart- 
ment between winter and spring. Pal- 
ates are weary of essentially winter 
products—heavy foods and _ heating 
meats—appetites are fickle, and never 
will the housewife be better repaid for 
her efforts than when she bridges over 
this season with fish. 

A provident woman will have a 
kitchen window box containing a few 
plants each of chervil, tarragon, basil, 
pimpernel, and chives, with a seperate 
box for parsley. These herbs, with I't- 
tle care, yield very satisfactory results 
as the leaves may be freelv_ cut for 
flavoring and garnishing. Indeed there 
are many dishes which are incomplete 
without them. 

If your family is fond of a nice, pun- 
gent bit of green salad with the fish, 
try young mustard. 

Take a shallow box—a small cizar box 
will do— and fill with rich earth; sow 
the mustard seed quite thickly, cover 
with a light layer of sand, moisten the 
whole, and put in a warm place. If the 
surface is kept moist, in a few days the 
seeds will have germinated, and in from 
ten to fourteen days the seedings will 
be big enought to eat. 

One can keep up as many successions 
as desired. The leaves are very tender, 
and are served simply with a French 
dressing, or covered with chopped 
chives, sprinkled with salt and a dash 
of lemon juice. Cress may be grown in 
the same way. 

A root or two each of dandelion and 
endive, grown in a dark cellar, moder- 
ately warm, will send forth the most 
surprising quantity of tender shoots, 
that are.not only delicious, but are 
doubly welcome as blood purifiers at 
this time of the year. Grown in the 
dark, the shoots will be very tender and 
beautifully blanched. 

All these greens are nice for garnish- 
ing dishes as well as for use in the cui- 
sine; and so much depends upon the 
appearance of a dish that the housewife 
should learn,.to serve things temptingly. 
as well as to cook them appetizingly. 

Flounders are exceedinely good fillet- 
ed or made into small rolls which the 
French call turbans. These are either 
stuffed or served plain.

LOVE AFFAIRS OF FAMOUS MEN 


Love affairs may become famous in 
themseves from their intensity, . their 
length, the figure they cut in a law 
court or from anything else out of the 
common connected with them. Or they 
are famous because they are or were 
the affairs of celebrated people. It is 
in this latter sense that we use the 
phrase, writes the Rev. E. J. Hardy. If 
the most commonplace wooing of the 
most comonplace people posseses an ir- 
resistible interest, what shall be sald 
when the loves-on which we look are 
the loves of the immortals? 

And first let us-think how some. of 
those whose especial study is love, that 
is to say, the poets, have managed their 
own love affairs. It is true that poet- 
asters and pretenders to genius have 
always had short-tempers- and wild, 
undomestic ways, but what of real 
poets and those who have the long na- 
tience of real genius? It would seem 
that for good family men who can love 
their wives and bring up their children 
respectably they cannot be beaten. Men 
do not make their homes unhappy be- 
cause they have genius,’ says Words- 
worth, “but because they have not 
enough genius. A mind and sentiment 
of higher order would render them ca- 
pable of-seing and feeling all the beau- 
ty of domestic ties.” of this Words- 
worth himself is an example. ‘Miss 
Martineau, who was a neighbor of his, 
describes how very happily he and his 
“They seemed like lovers courting, they 
wife went down the hill of life together. 
“They seemed like lovers courting, they 
were so tender ahd attentive to each 
other.” Referring to the obscurity of 
much of ‘Browning's poetry, Wordworth 
said, when he heard that the poet was 
going to _marry.Miss Barrett, the poet- 
ess: “I hope they'll understand one 
another.” ‘Certainly Mis. Browning did 
think that she understocd her husband, 
for she wrote toa friend: ‘Nobody ex- 
actly understands him except me, who 
am in the inside of him and hear him 
breathe.” If it is a risk to marry any 
poet, it seemed to Miss Barrett's friends 
a tempting of providence and a doub- 
ling of this risk for two of this irritable 
profession to wed. Contrarv to expec- 
tations, the result was exceptional hap- 
piness. 

The other great master of song be- 
longing to our time was also conspicu- 
ous for conjugal felicity. In 1850 Ten- 
nyson married. Miss Emily Sellwood, 
the daughter of a solicitor. The young 
couple lived for the first two ears at 
Twickenham. Their first babv died, but 
in 1853 there was another, a year old. 
“crazy with laughter and babble and 
earth’s new wine.” In the same vear 
Tennyson was describel by Charles 
Kingsley, with whom he was staying as 
“improved by the birth of his ehi'd.” 
Longfellow and Lowell were excellent 
husbands. 

No more beautiful love of a man for 
woman is on record than that of Dante 
for Beatrice, whom he saw first In 1274. 
He only met her once or twice; never- 
theless, when she married he fell seri- 
ously ill and when she died, as she did 
shortly after his life was in danger, and 
he became “a thing wid and savage to 
look upon.” Throughout the cheerless 
wanderings of a storm-beaten existence 
Beatrice was the muse of his intellect 
and the angel of his soul. 

The poet and divine, John Don~e, who 
became dean of St. Paul’s in 1621, had 
married a lady belonging to a rich fam- 
ily without the consent of her parents, 
and in consequence was treated with 
great asperity; in fact, he was told by 
his father-in-law that he was not to ex- 
pect anymoney from him, The doctor 
went home and penned the pithy note: 
“John Donne, Anne Donne, un‘one,” 
which he sent to the gentleman in ques- 
tion, and this had the effect of restor- 
ing them to favor. The coupie were 
very poor at first, but things soon got 
brighter and they lived most happily 
together until Mrs. Donne, who had 
married when only sixteen years of age, 
died sixteen years afterwards at the 
birth of her twelfth child. 

There was an exception, however, to 
the rule of marrying in haste and re- 
penting at leisure in the case of Walter 
Savage Landor and his wife. The poet 
came to think that ‘fa conversation with 
her husband was quite incomplete with- 
out a quarrel.” Even in the honeymoon 
she wounded the poor man’s vanity. 
Landor was reading some of his own 
verses to his bride—and who read more 
exquisitely ?—when all at once the lady, 
releasing herself from his arm, jumped 
up saying:“Oh, do stop, Walter, there’s 
that dear, delightful Punch performing 
inthe street; I must look out of the 
window.” . 

‘Many women deserve, but few women 
receive, such an I. O. U. as that which 
Hood gave his wife. “I never was any~- 
thing, dearest, till I knew you, and I 
have been a better, happier and more 
prosperous man ever since. Lay that 
truth in lavender, sweetest, and remind 
me of it when T fail.” 

Notwithstanding this appreciation, he 
would occasionally play harmless prac- 
tical jokes upon her. Once when staying 
at Brighton, he gave her a few hints on 
buying fish, and concluded by saying: 
“Tf the fish you are buying {s plaice be- 
ware of any having red or orange spots 
as they are certain to be stale.” When 
the fisherwoman came round it happen- 
ed that she had little except plaice, and 
Mrs, Hood observed that all had spots 
against which she had been warned. 
She hinted to the fishwife that they 
were not fresh, and upon being assured 
that they had not been long out of the 
water, she observed: “My good woman. 
if’ may be as you say. but I could not 
think of buying any plaice with those 
verv unpleasant red spots.” The wo- 
man’s answer, which Hood heard with 
delight from behind the door, was a 
perfect shout: “Lord bless your eyes, 
mum, who ever see’d any without 
them?” 

General Gordon said he never married 
because he never found a woman pre- 
pared to accompany him to the ends of 
the earth. Such a woman Sir Henry 
Lawrence did find. She went with him 
into nearly every place in India where 
his work brought him, however difficult 
or dangerous. 

One day the scarcely less celebrated 
Lord John Lawrence was sitting In his 
drawing room at Southgate with his 
sister and others of the family. Looking 
up from the book in which he had been 
engrossed. he discovered that his wife 
had left the room. ‘Where’s mother”” 
he asked one of his daughters. ‘‘She’s 
upstairs,” replied the girl. He returned 
to his book, and; looking up again a few 
minutes later, he put the same question 
to his daughter and received the same 
answer. Once more he returned to his 
reading; once more he looked un with 
the same question on his lips. There- 
upon his sister broke In: “Why, really, 
John, it would seem as if you couJd not 
geton five minutes without your wife.”’ 
“That’s why I married her,’”’ he replied, 

For forty-three years the great law- 
ver: and agitator, Daniel o’Cornenl, 
poured out his heart to his wife like a 
echoolbov in love for the first time. His 
first thoughts were always of her, and 
neither the lapse of years nor the tre- 
mendous pressure of his professional 
and political engagements seems ever 
to have prevented his writing regularly 
to her—letters which in later years he

Nearing the Danger Line. 


The various assessors’ announcements, 
that come in from all over the state at 
this time of year, all tend the same 
way -— upward. When a man’s sched- 
ule of assets shows an increase each 
succeeding year, he is getting rich; 
when his business shows growth, it 
marks » progress for him; but when 
against the increased assets are doubled 
liabilities, when business growth has 
been secured through sacrificed profits, 
the end of that man is bankruptcy. 

The end of the extravagant tendency 
in municipal expenditure may not be 
very clear to vision, as we view it at 
this close of the 19th century. It may 
seem to many that it is impossible for 
the same sort of bankruptcy to follow 
the progressive community that follows 
the individual,—but. the constantly in- 
creasing tax rate, and the constant 
increase in assessment carry very start- 
ling lessons for the thinking man to 
consider, When the rate reaches two 
per cent., and for that two per cent. 
there is returned such little public ser- 
vice as is returned in many places, the 
run into the bankrupt stage is not difti- 
cult nor slow. 

We confess to a very strong belief 
that in our own community the time 
has come for a more careful consider- 
ation of every phase of the administra- 
tion of town affairs. Not that we be- 
lieve the town is yet in danger of 
financial disaster, for Andover stands 
very high in rank among Massachusetts 
cities and towns, so far as her financial 
soundness is concerned, but only by the 
wisest conservatism can that rank con- 
tinue to be maintained. 

With this in mind we had a word to 

say about the tax rate last week, and 
for the same reason it may not be un- 
wise to touch upon the new assessment 
now going on. . The two months’ work 
of the Andover. assessors, which will 
the valuation basis for the 
next ten years, means a great deal to 
the town of Andover. Today there are 
wide inconsistencies in the list of values, 
for many of which tiew conditions are 
To * properly — consider 
those conditions, 
that confronts the assessors. The most 
trying problem for them to adjust so 
that the public will be satisfied, is un- 
doubtedly the question of what to do 
with unoccupie2 land. There are sey- 
eral tracts in the centre of the town 
which should be very carefully passed 
upon before they longer retard the best 
growth of Andover. There are un- 
doubtedly several others in the out- 
skirts where a generous reduction is 
due the owners if the burden is to be 
fairly distributed. This sort of a re- 
adjustment should be made all through 
the town, and it is going to take a good 
deal of courage in addition to judgment, 
to make it. 
. The toughest proposition in Andover 
public affairs today is the taking of the 
decennial valuation, and the assessors 
will do a great deal toward the future 
prosperity of the town by the judgment 
and courage they show in working out 
this proposition.

It seems that 
there was a pile of brush back of the 
D’Arcy barn and_ Robert apparently 
thought that like other brush it should 
be destroyed. He therefore set it on 
fire, not thinking that it would. be com- 
municated to the barn.

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AWHEEL IN THE MOUNTAINS, 


A Townsman Correspondent’s Story of 
His Vacation Trip. 


To the lover of the mountains the 
wheel offers a most interesting way to 
visit them. ‘The writer left Andover at 
half past three in the morning, going 
through Lowell, crossing the biidge at 


the falls and taking the. Boulevard up| 


the Merrimack river, recrossing at Tyngs- 
boro and proceeding to Nashua, N. H, 
where he thought it well to dismount to 
get a drink of water. He then proceeded 
to Manchester, which is 43 miles from 
the start, and there he took breakfast 
and a short rest. Then crossing the 
river, the writer went through the towns 
of Hooksett and Suncook to Concord, N. 
H., where it was best to stop for awhile 
for dinner. 

From there on one can proceed through 
Franklin and Bristol to blymouth, or go 
by the way ot Laconia, Weirs and Ash- 
land to Plymouth, where ‘it is a good 
plan to spend the first night. An early 
start was taken” Tuesday morning and 
the writer passed through Compton, 
Thornton, West Thornton, and Wood- 
stock to North Woodstock, which is full 
of interesting scenery. Here are several 
hotels and a large pulp mill and saw 
mills belonging to Henry & Sons, who 
have several miles of railroad of their 
own, extending into their timber lands. 

Four miles farther and we come to the 
Flume house where one will want to 
stop and walk up into the flume to enjoy 
its grandeur. Proceeding towards the 
Protile house five miles from here, one 
will realize by the feeling of his knees 
that the grade is steep and a frequent 
dismount will be necessary. ‘The shady 
road and noisy stream with occasional 
mountain views makes the way full of 
interest. But when one reaches Profile 
lake and gets the view from there of the 
“Qld Man in the Mountain,” -he stops in 
admiration and exclaims ‘“ This is the 
climax of the Pemigiwasset Valley.’ 

A short distance more and the Profile 
house presents itself before you. Here 
one will wish to stop to dinner and rest 
awhile. Mt. Lafayette is opposite the 
house, Echo lake nearby.and Bald Moun- 
tain, upon which is an observatory, is 
also seen. ‘The waters of the Profile 
form the source of one of the branches 
of Pemigiwasset river at North Wood- 
stock, three streams uniting to flow on 
until at Franklin they join the Merri- 
mack. 


One is fortunate if he escapes a wet- 
ting while inthe mountains. ‘lhe writer 
was between the Flume and Profile 
houses wben a heavy shower came up, 
drenching the rider, but not disturbing 
the wheel. It is at such a time as this 
that one can appreciate a Columbia 
chainless. After leaving the Profile 
house a sign board is soon reached, warn- 
ing the bicyclists of a three mile hill, but 
with the cuaster brake attachment to the 
chainless, it is not necessary to dis- 
mount. Upon reaching Franconia, aturn 
to the right and five miles of hard road 
brings the rider in sight of one of the 
most beautiful towns in the mountains, 
Bethlehem, situated on the side of the 
mountains and said to be the coolest 
summer resort with the exception of 
the mountain tops. Heie we get a fine 
view of the Presidential range and moun- 
tains are to be seen in all directions, 
One cannot but exclaim, —* Beautiful, 
beautiful.” 

From Bethlehem one may go through 
Whitetield and Jefferson, but the direct 
way is past the Maplewood cottage, Beth- 
lehem Junction, ‘twin Mountain house 
to Fabyans, which of course every one 
admires. After leaving Fabyans the 
rider soon came to the Mt, Pleasant 
house where he took the bicycle path 
through the woods to the Crawford 
house. This gives one a nice view of the 
mountains and passes an _ occasional 
spring of water. When the sight-seer 
comes into the open space, where is situ- 
ated the Crawford house, he will say 
that it is sublime as he faces the notch 
with Mt. Webster on the left and Mt. 
Willard on the right. It will be difficult 
to leave this beautiful view, but as one 
enters the notch, where the railroad has 
its track laid through the ledge and the 
road descends deep into the valley below, 
it can safely be said that this isthe heart 
of the mountains. From here to Bemis 
the road passes the wonderful Franken- 
stein trestle and the site of the old 
Willey house. ‘There is nothing of inter- 
est but the shady road, steep at times 
and gullied out in places, with many 
small wooden bridges. 


It is thus described by Samuel Adams 
Drake, the writer: “The gigantic moun- 
tains divide to the right and left like the 
red sea before the Israelites, ‘Ihrough 
the immense trough over which their 
crests hang suspending in mid air the 
highway creeps and the river steals 
away. The road isonly seen at intervals ; 


the hum of bees announces the river.” 
Julius H. Ward says of it, “The river 
creeps along the side of Mt. Willey at an 
elevation of from three to five hundred 
feet above its base and gives the best 
possible view of its vastness before you, 
of the enchanted wildness at your feet 
and of the narrow gorge you have just 
left behind. ‘The tripis full of surprises ; 
no one makes it without a multitude of 
emotions, inexpressible and unforgetable 
and often as you repeat it, the view is as 
fresh to the imagination as when you 
saw it for the first time.” 

The Saco river finds its source in the 
lake near the Crawford house and is a 
companion for the cyclist as he rides on 
through Upper and Centre Bartlett, 
turning at'Glen Station to go to Jack- 
son which is a famous summer resort 
with lovely hotels. On by Goodrich falls, 
up the Spruce mountain road, four miles 
long, he then followed up the Ellis 
river until he came to a halt at the Glen 
Ellis falls. Then through the famous 
Pinkham notch to the site of the Glen 
house was his route. Here, of course, a 
stop is made to enjoy the scenery. 

The hotel on the top of Mt. Washing- 
ton has been in view for some time past, 
and snow was.seen by the writer in four 
places in the ravines not far. from the 
half way house. The road is very sandy 
for several miles through to Gorham, but 
this day’s ride from Fabyans through 
Crawford and Pinkham notches has been 
one which cannot be equalled for beauti- 
ful scenery in this part of the country. 
The distance is 45 miles. From Gorham 
the writer took the road down the 
Androscoggin valley through Gilead to 
Bethel, Me., making this day’s trip 60 
miles. The writer stopped at the home 
of Dea. Chapman where he frequently 
visits and was royally entertained. 
Here one is surrounded by mountains 
and at Perfection point on the Andros- 
coggin river the Presidential range can

After a few days rest and trolling in 
the mountain stream for the speckled 
beauties, the writer took a train for 
Portland on the Grand Trunk R. R. and 
the Eastport day boat from Portland to 
Boston, finishing a vacation trip so full 
of pleasure and sight-seeing that it-will 
not be soon forgotten,

A petition signed by A. B. Bruce, 
president of the Lowell, Lawrence and 
Haverhill Street Railway Co., was filed 
at the office of the city clerk this morn- 
ing, begging that the board of aldermen 
grant the petitioners an extension in 
time of two months in which to com- 
plete the extension of tracks over 
Prospect hill, 

By the conditions in the order which 
was passed last May the line was to be 
completed by August 1st, but at this 
late day it would be almost impossible 
to lay the tracks and finish the work in 
so short a remaining space of time. 
There was considerable delay in the ar- 
rival of the rails, which is probably 
accountable for the action of the com- 
pany.

A NEW BLECTRIC LINE. 


It is more than probable that the Ex- 
eter, Hampton & Amesbury Street Rail- 
way Company will, next season, build 
a branch in direct connection with 
Hampton and Salisbury beaches. The 
company’s tracks are already laid to 
Hampton river, and the bridging of 
that stream would be comparatively in- 
expensive. Beyond that point the pro- 
jected road would be of the easiest con- 
struction. It would traverse in Sea- 
brook a stretch of marsh and beach 
which boasts many attractions, but 
which, from its present inacessibility, 
is almost unknown to the public. Mr. 
Wallace D. Lovell, controlling owner of 
the railway company, has, this season, 
frequently inspected the route, is an 
enthusiast regarding the new road and 
has all but decided to build it next 
spring. It would give a 1°%-mile ride in 
full view of the sea, and throughout 
the beach season would be assured of 
liberal patronage. 


LOWELL AND SUBURBAN 


The Boston News Bureau sends out 
the following: ‘‘At the special meet- 
ing of the stockholders of the Massa- 
chusetts Electric companies to be held 
on July 30, in addition to approving the 
purchase of the South Shore and Bos- 
ton Street Railway company and in- 
creasing the capital stock by 6900 
shares of preferred and 5175 shares of 
common stock for that purpose, the 
stockholders will be asked to approve 
the purchase of th Lowell and Subur- 
ban and the issuance of a sufficient 
amount of Massachusetts’ Electric 
companies stock in payment therefor. 

“At the time of the formation of the 
Massachusetts Electric companies an 
effort was made to purchase the Low- 
ell and Suburban at $200 per share, but 
stockholders would not agree to a sale 
and the road was leased on an 8 per 
cent basis, 

“A majority of the stockholders have 
now -agreed to sell their stock, after 
seeing the Massachusett Electric com- 
pany’s successful operation for near- 
ly a year, and the stock will be taken 
over if the Electric company’s stock- 
holders confirm the purchase on_ the 
basis of 2 shares of preferred and 1% 
shares of common stock (selling in 
the market for $187.50) for each share 
of the Lowell and Suburban stock. The 
Lowell and Suburban has 10,000 shares 
of stock and the exchange of Massa- 
chusetts Electric company’s stock 
would call for an issuance of 20,000 
additional shares of preferred and 15,- 
000 shares of common. 

“The whole combination of. compa- 
nies in the Massachusetts’ Electric 
companies will be strengthened by 
making the Lowell and Suburban an 
integral part of the system. Two shares 
of preferred stock will give Lowell 
stockholders the same interest return 
as under the lease and the surplus 
earnings of the Lowell company will 
fully care for the prospective dividends 
on the common stock. 

“At the special meeting on July 30, 
the stockholders will ‘be asked to! 
amend the declaration of trust by 
changing the dates for the payment 
of semi-annual dividends on the pre- 
ferred shares from the first days of 
June and December to the first days of 
January and July in each year.”

A FINE BUILDING. 


The new Forbes building on Essex 
street is nearly completed. The finish- 
ing touches are now being put on the 
lower floor and it is expected that by 
next week the carpenters will have 
completed their task and the building 
will be ready for occupancy. It will 
be occupied by Musk & Lillis, the fur- 
niture dealers, and the inside is being 
built especially for this business. The 
firm will vacate their present store and 
resume business here about the first of 
August. 

The structure is 80 feet long by 40 
feet wide and is five stories high. It 
is built of brick with an artistic yellow 
brick front. The first and second sto- 
ries have large glass fronts for display- 
ing goods. The lower story is said to 
be the highest posted store in the city, 
being sixteen feet four inches from the 
floor to the ceiling. A gallery sur- 
rouncs three sides of this story. This 
story is finished in white wood and is 
to be painted. The second story is 
finished in Georgia pine. Both have 
fine hard wood floors. The three up- 
per stories are whitened to make them 
lighter. ‘They will all be used for dis- 
playing goods except the top floor 
where the upholstering shop will be fo- 


cated. 

The building is lighted throughout by 
electricity, except on the first floor, 
where the principal Ignts are gas. It 
is heated by steam. A Morse-Williams 
passenger elevator has been placed in 
the building running to the top floor. 
It is run by an electric motor. 

An excellent sidewalk has been con- 
structed in front of the building which 
is claimed to be superior to any in the 
city. It is constructed of a network of 
twisted steel bars, filled in with asphalt 
It is but four inches thick and is guar- 
anteed to hold 600 pounds to the square 
foot. Glass bulbs are fitted in it to 
light the cellar, and so fully do they do 
it that it is plenty light enough to read 
beneath the walk. This was con- 
structed by the Abrthaw Construction 
Company of. Boston.

Cars Will Run. Soon.

It had been confidently expected that 
the road would be running by the mid- 
dle of June. It is now stated by Colonel 
Woodward, president of the road sthat 
it will positively be in operation Within 
two weeks. 

The causes of delay have been of an 
unavoidable nature, says Colonel Wooj- 
ward. When the rvad was projected 
it was thought by the management that 
power could be obtained from the com- 
panies at each end of the line. The L, 
L. & 'H. management however, decided 
that they had no power to sell, and the 
new road managers were forced to 
make provision fur supplying their own 
power. 

Hence a power station was started at 
once and work has been rushed upon it, 
until today Colonel Woodward can say 
with confidence that not only will the 
road be ready to run in two weeks but 
he will have power to sell, The power 
house is situated on the main line at 
North ‘Reading and is a modern up-to- 
date station. It is on a spur track of 
the Boston & Maine R. R., and is in 
every Way advantageously situated. 

When the road is in operation, con- 
nections will be made with the L., L. & 
H., at Andover. Extra heavy rails 
have been made and excellent speed 
will be maintained. It is expected that 
the run from Andover to Reading will 
be made in half an hour.
